Orpet,

GUIDING ThL. gJOODMAN’S SAW 


Arrangement Enables One Man tc Do 
W ork Formerly Requiring Tw o 
Persons— Easy to Adjust. 


The saw guide shown herewith is 
the invention of a lumber camp man 
rom the far Northwest, but it will 
be found of great value to the ama­ 
teur or professional woodsman of any 
part of the country. 
The big “two- 
man saw ’ is in more or less frequent 
use about any farm or suburban place, 
and in bringing down a tree trunk j 
it would greatly facilitate the task if 
it wero not for certain limitations. { 
For instance, it will go through an 
ordinary tree trunk much more rap­ 
idly than an ax, but on account of the 
upright position of the tree it is diffi­ 
cult to guide the saw through the 
wood in making a level cut. The serv­ 
ices cf two men are necessary, one 
at either end of the saw, which is an­ 
other drawback. 
This guide, which 
has been patented, enables one mail 
to do the work 
The guide not only 
assists very materially in holding the

saw in a level position, but dispenses 
with one person, enabling a single 
man to operate it easily. 
The guide 
rests on a step which is cut out of 
tho trunk with a few chops of the ax, 
and then it is very readily adjusted 
for work. The handle on the business 
end of the saw is turned at an angle 
with the blade, so that its manipula­ 
tion is further facilitated. 


GUARD AGAINST L A T E FROSTS 
- ¥ mm - 
Cheap and Effective Measures Ought 
to Be Adopted by Every Farmer 
to Protect His Trees. 


There are cheap and effective meth- ! 
od$ of combating late frosts, so far as 
orchards are 
concerned, 
and they 
ought to be adopted by every farmer. 
The smudge fire is as cheap and re­ 
liable a means as may be needed, or 
one may go to the expense of provid­ 
ing metal heaters if a profitable crop 
is expected. 
A half dozen smudge fires Aor an 
acre orchard, or for each acre, will 
probably be sufficient. This is merely 
a matter of a few hours’ work through 
the last two or three frosty nights of 
spring. 
When we consider that an acre of 
fruit is worth from $200 to $400, the 
trouble of keeping up a few little fires 
around the orchard for six or eight 
hours seems trifling. 


Tim e for Grafting. 
All grafting should be done just be­ 
fore the buds on the trees ,begin to 
swell or open. 
The scions must not 
be older than last seasons growth; 
that is, you must use the newest wood 
there is upon the tree.

PRUNING FOR BETTER FRUIT 


Avoid Practice of Cutting Off Branches 
Easily Reached From Ground 
— Begin at Top. 


In pruning apple trees, it is well to 
avoid the common practice of cutting 
off all the branches easily reached 
from the ground, and leaving the treo 
looking like a large feather duster. 
Begin at the top and thin out branches 
which shade the center of the tree too 
much, writes F. W . Faurot in I arm­ 
ers’ Mail and Breeze. 
If the tops aro 
too high, lower them moderately and 
gradually so as not to disturb tho bal­ 
ance between top and roots. 
If the 
root system has been developed to 
take care of a large top and much of 
this is suddenly removed, the roots 
w ill send up so much more material 
than the remaining top can use that 
there w ill be a big growth of water 
sprouts. 
Most people remove too lit­ 
tle instead of too much of the top, 
but it is often necessary to distribute 
the work over two years and some­ 
times over three years. 
Trees planted too thickly may need 
thinning, but if the branches of neigh­ 
boring trees overlap, the level ones 
may be cut back 
to some upright 
branch. 
Always prune close to the 
trunk or main b r a n c h , and never leave 
a stub to carry decay into the tree. 
Paint all cut surfaces with w'hite lead 
and raw oil. 
Cut out blister canker 
completely, and disinfect the pruning 
tools in a mixture of corrosive sub­ 
limate in a thousand parts of water, 
or disease may be carried from tree 


to tree.

T he resignation 
of 
Secretary of j 
W ar G arrison came as a very great • 
surprise to Hie country, and because J 
of the particular tim e th at it occur­ 
red, not w ithout a shock. It was per­ 
haps even 
m ore 
spectacular 
than 
B ryan’s because of the cirrum stnces 
surrounding it. 
Mr. G arrison could not agree with 
the president's w ay of accomplishing 
one particular thing and because of 
th a t refused to lend his aid fu rth er 
to the adm inistration upon th a t or 
any other m a tte rs 
th a t 
are in con­ 
tem plation. 
Mr. Garrison, without a 
doubt is a very quick tem pered and 
highly pugnacious individual. He has 
shown that in various ways since en­ 
terin g the cabinet, and won some ad­ 
m iration for it. The way he “dressed 
dow n” Colonel Roosevelt and G ener­ 
al Wood over the speech made at the 
citizens* training cam p elicited much 
com m endation 
everyw here, and 
lie 
w as looked upon as one 
of the best 
fighters th a t the adm inistration had. 
B ut lie carried this fighting spirit 
too far. In endeavoring to force the 
president to adopt 
the 
tactics 
of 
Roosevelt and take the 
“big stick” 
to congress and 
compel 
it to pass 
m easures in which the m em bers did 
not believe, 
he 
w'cnt 
beyond the 
lim it and when lie failed, 
the most 
natural thing in the w'orld for a man 
of his disposition was to resign, and 
the most natural thing for a man of 
President 
W ilson's 
characteristics 
was to accept 
th at 
resignation on 
the spot. 
At first m any deplored 
the inci­ 
dent and felt th at to some extent it 
had injured the president, but calm 
consideration has changed that view7 
and it is now believed 
th at it has 
strengthened him, especially 
among 
Hie m em bers of congress. 
The published correspondence 
be­ 
tw een the secretary and 
the presi­ 
dent dem onstrated again the la tte r’? 
desire to accomplish tilings with due 
respect for the opinions of all who by 
right must have a part in them, and 
not to bring pressure to bear in an 
endeavor to got them to act in their 
representative 
capacity contrary to 
th eir conscientious beliefs 
And he gives them credit, too, for 
possessing minds of their own 
and 
ideas also. 
T h e - “big M ick” might 
have been all right for Roosevelt, but 
with W ilson it is an absurdity.

can not persuade 
and convince w ith logical argum ents 
be will not ask a legislator to stulti­ 
fy himself in hrs public acts for fear 
of presidential displeasure. 
The more we set' of this president 
of ours, the m ore we come to know' 
th e qualities of heart and mind that 
govern him, the m ore are 
we com­ 
pelled to acknow ledge his sagacity, 
wisdom and patriotic impulses. 


Congressional w aste has long been 


a big item in arm y and navy appro­ 


priations. 
Perhaps 
a 
part of this 


waste was because the world wTas at 


peace and there seemed to be no oc­ 
casion for counting 
the 
pennies 
in 
establishing 
and 
m aintaining navy 
yards and arm y posts; and now7 that 
our peace is actually m enaced it may 
be th at there 
will 
be an im prove­ 
ment. But no one believes th a t con­ 
gress, in a field so highly technical, 
will be able to spend money so ef­ 
ficiently and economically as, for ex­ 
ample, a responsible body of experts 
w'ould spend it. 
Even 
if 
congress 
would he willing to forego the pork 
barrel this would not be possible. 
Yet any move looking to the e sta b ­ 
lishment of such a commission of ex­ 
perts probably would be m et by tho 
sam e objection th at now is interpos­ 
ed to an 
expert 
tariff commission 
with plenary 
powers—nam ely, that 
to delegate power to such boards and 
commissions 
is 
undem ocratic. 
Of 
course, the results obtained from the 
present m ethods is 
far 
from dem o­ 
cratic, because only a few7 share in 
the benefits. The high protective ta r ­ 
iff enriches a select few at the ex­ 
pense of the many. And the persons 
who benefit from other forms of con­ 
gressional pork—w hether in the form 
of navy yards, arm y posts, extrav a­ 
gant public building of s u p e re ro g a ­ 
tory 
river im provem ents—are 
very 
few' In num ber. An accurate survey 
would show enorm ous areas of pop­ 
ulation who get 
not 
even 
a briny 
dripping from the pork barrel, yet this 
m ethod of investing public money is 
called democratic. 
It is a m isuse and 
abuse 
of the 
term “dem ocratic,” because the chief 
beneficiaries of it are 
the congress* 
men them selves. 
This congressman 
gets a liberal appropriation for 
hi* 
navy yard and thereby is helped to 
hold his job. T hat congressm an gets 
an equally liberal 
appropriation for 
his arm y post, and so probably wrill 
be elected 
for 
ano ther 
two years. 
N either the arm y post nor the navy 
yard are of particular advantage to 
the country as a whole, because they 
have not been located 
w ith a view7 
to intelligent defense. Yet the sys­ 
tem is called democratic. 
But there comes 
a 
point in th$ 
spending of money w here the m ost 
zealous advocate of the pone barrel 
system adm it their incom petence and 
call in the experts, on 
whose judg­ 
m ent they rely. 
This 
is 
w hen 
it 
comes to 
planning 
the subm arines 
and 
devising 
the 
m echanism 
by 
which a gun is operated, for example. 
Then it Is not undem ocratic to fall 
back upon the judgm ent 
of experts. 
W hy is it less dem ocratic to take the 
judgm ent of experts 
for 
the w'hole 
job?

O yster Bay the 
other day, 
the 
colonel’s lieutenant, 
Medill McCormick, of Chicago, 
had 
this to say: “Elihu Root is out of the 
question as the candidate of the re ­ 
publican party for president.

Moi t in P. Devlin, of T renton, N. J., a prom inent attorney and 
public-spirited citizen, and one who has been the counselor and ad- 
\ise i of the w'orking men of th a i city in m.anv im portant m atters, 
has w ritten a strong letter, telling how' the commission form of gov­ 
ernm ent has worked in T ren to n since Us adoption. 
Inquiry was sent him containing specific questions and specific 
answ ers to each was asked. 
These question and answ ers are given 
here just as they w ere received. 
H ere they are: 
Q. I. 
I-10m 
lie experience of your city, do you consider elective 
commission superior to your form er system of governm ent? 


A. 
Aes. 
U nder the old system of government wre had twenty- 
eight councilmen, representing fourteen wards. 
Power and respon­ 
sibility w ere so scattered th at it was impossible to trace the source 
of e\ d. 
W e elected everybody and controlled nobody. 
The voter 
was only a live factor on election days. 
He w'as unable to apply a 
rem edy for each evil as it arose, and was compelled to apply the 
rem edies for all his evils once in two years. W e now’ have the best 
governm ent our city has ever knflwn. 
Q. 2. 
Is there any inclination on the part of your citizens to 
revert to the old system ? 
A. 
No. 
If an election w’e re held as to w'hich system, the old 
system would be beaten ten to one. 
Q* 3. 
you think that m ore capable men are attracted to seek 
office by elective commission? 
j 


A. 
’S es, for the reason th a t m ethods of nomination are m ore 
open—no partisan ballot, no appointive of!ices to he distributed. The 
only issues are the principles upon which the city is to be govern­ 
ed and the ch aracter of the m en who ofter them selves to the public 
for election. 
Q. 4. 
Are your public funds handled m ore economically than 
form erly? 
A. 
Yes. 
They are not only bandied more economically, but 
W'e are receiving m ore for our money. More business principles are 
being applied to the science of government and. it’s adm inistration. 
In the three years wre have had commission governm ent w e have 
paid alm ost $600,0)0 floating indebtedness left by the old form. 
Fi­ 
nancial departm ents are concentrated into one head. 
And what 
money wre spend we are getting m ore value for than ever before in 
the history of the city.

Q. 5. 
H as a deeper in terest in municipal affairs been aroused 
in your city? 


A. 
Yes. 
The commission m eetings are open to all. 
Any citi­ 
zen with a complaint can. be heard. 
Every question of im portance 
is throw n open for all persons wrho desire to express their view's. 
Q. 6. 
H as the operation of the initiative, referendum and re­ 
call been satisfactory to your citizens, eith er in exercise or through 
the effect of such pow’ors vested in the people for use if necessary? 
A. 
The initiative, referendum and recall has not been used in our 
city in its three years under commission government, but its effect 
has been marvelous. 
I doubt if the initiative, referendum anil recall 
will be required to be used frequently, because it acts as the club 
behind the door. 
It is the tonic th at m akes honest and weak rulers 
strong, and strong and vicious rulers decent. 
It is the m eans by 
which the public exercise control over the men who govern and the 
m easures they may or may not ordain into law. 
It is the m eans up­ 
on which the public control every person employed under the gov­ 
ernm ent and it is the power by which the public is a live factor be­ 
tween election days. 
It furnishes the public the m ein s by w'hich 
they can take up each evil as it arises and apply the remedy to the 
same. 
The fact that the initiative, referendum and recall exist, has 
given us a form of governm ent around which there has 
not 
been 
a suspicion of graft in its three years of existence, and also given us 
a governm ent in which the public have a degree of confidence, which 
I have not seen equalled in tw enty-eight years. 
My theory of gov­ 
ernm ent is that it should be put in a small central body and the 
central body should have great powers, both of legislation and ad­ 
m inistration; that the central body should be controlled by the pub­ 
lic by the initiative, referendum and recall, and th at the adm inistra­ 
tors of the governm ent appointed by the cem ral body, should all be 
appointed for life for good behavior, and thgt 
the 
adm inistration 
should be subject fit all tim es to have charges preferred against them 
in writing, before the elective commission, for any breach of trust, 
m alfeasance or m isfeasance in their duties. 
I believe this is the 
only method by which dem ocracy can be applied to government. To 
my mind, dem ocracy does not consist in electing everybody, but on 
the other hand, I believe it consists in controlling everybody after 
they are elected or appointed, 
in other w'ords, the more control the 
public have over those whom they elect or select to govern them, the 
safer the public .are from the w eaknesses and the vices of the men 
whom they select for elective government, and they are more sure 
of getting a form of government that will express the level of their 
m orality and intelligence. 
I believe th at the only wray the public 
can learn the a rt of governing them selves is bv doing it. 
No m at­ 
ter who m akes the m istakes of governm ent the public are certain to 
pay for them. 
The only way you can arrive at a government satis­ 
factory to the public is to allow tho public the opportunity to m ake 
their own m istakes, w'hich m astakes will prove their education and 
teach them 
the art of economic government. 
Q. 7. 
Would you kindly m ake some rem arks on the elective 
commission as you have w itnessed it’s operation, or any suggestion 
th at you think m ight be of assistance to us? 
I 
A. 
Including the answ ers to the above questions. I would only 
add that I do not think wTe have the best government under the sun, 
but I think w^e have an enorm ous im provem ent over the old ward 
system, and its common council and its governors, who worked tor 
honor and not for salary. 
I believe it is essential that we should 
pay the m en w'ho govern, for doing their w'ork. 
My experience has 
been th at governm ent that costs you nothing isn’nt worth anything, 
and that men who are capable and willing to govern 1 you, render 
service that is w orth good com pensation, and if they are properly cm 
they job, give the people more than the people give to them. I view' 
government in this respect ju s t the sam e as industry, 
(’heap gov­ 
ernm ent, like cheap labor, is usually inefficient, 
extravagant, 
and 
worthless. 
Well paid governors are usually efficient and economi­ 
cal. 
We have found it so in o u r city. 
W e used to pay our coun­ 
cilmen nothing but honor and our m ayor $1,000. 
Now we pay each 
of the five commissioners $3, OOO and the m ayor $3,500. 
They de­ 
vote all their time to the wprk, and they do their own thinking. I ri­ 
der the old system, w here men did it for honor, and cheaply, private 
interests, such as the street c a r companies and corrupt paving con­ 
tractors supplied the thinker to our busy councilman and frequently 
took all the real substantial benefits of the legislation. 
I w'rite you This because I am interested in seeing c o m m is s io n 
governm ent spread over the country. 
I took a very active part in 
agitating this form of governm ent here and in educating the people 
to adopt it. and this was the firs t community east of the Allcgeny 
m ountains to adopt it. 
I enclose a pamphlet containing our law' on the subject. 
I '1° 
not say we have the best thing on the map, nor do I say my ideas 
are the best ideas, but they are the best that I have an I are dictated 
from the standpoint of one who b eliev es that the only safe repository 
of the governm ent is the people.

Feeding Value Is Practically Same as 
That of Skim Milk— Some Danger 
of Tuberculosis. 


Calves can be successfully raised 
with butterm ilk instead of skim milk, 
says one farmer. The feeding value 
of buttermilk is practically the same 
as that of skim milk. There is some 
risk of contracting contagious diseases 
such as tuberculosis in feeding fac­ 
tory buttermilk, unless the buttermilk 
is from pasteurized cream. 
For this 
reason skim milk is more desirable. 
Buttermilk should alw’ays be fed as 
fresh as possible so that the degree of 
acidity is the same. 
Buttermilk may be substituted for 
skim milk 
when the calf is 
three 
weeks old. 
The substitution should 
occupy a period of a week or ten 
days, so that the calf is at least a 
month old by the time the diet con­ 
sists w’hclly of buttermilk. 
Other feeds should be used with 
buttermilk 
just the same as 
with 
skim milk. Equal parts of ground corn 
and either oats cr bran with alfalfa 
c r clover hay has given the best re­ 
sults. 
Calves will usually begin to 
nibble a little clover hay when two 
weeks old. 
They may be taught to 
eat grain at the same time by placing 
a little in the bottom of the 
milk 
bucket after feeding.

James A. Kell, aged 43 years, for 
twenty-three years pressman for the 
Sedalia Democrat, and later engaged 
in 
the automobile 
garage of C. W. 
Leftw'ich on West Main street, died at 
his home, 212 East Third street, at 
10:30 o’clock Friday night, after a lin­ 
gering illness which recently devel­ 
oped into typhoid fever. 
The deceased w'as one of the best 
known mechanics in the city. For al­ 
most a quarter of a century he acted 
as pressman on the old Sedalia Demo­ 
crat and later, when the Democrat and 
Sentinel consolidated, he retained that 
position.

(deathly apotheosis of the steel en­ 
graving has been a Laudable effort of 
recent years. 
Of 
course 
it 
will 
not prevent the process of tho leg­ 


end making Vhich works upon the 
earthly reality of every great man, and 
in due time leaves nim a desiccated j 
abstraction existing for tho heavy 
boredom of childhood. 
Even Lincoln, 
with his vital, homely outlines, his 
intimate, endearing faults, and strong 
flavor of his day, must corno to this 
turn. But the process may be retard­ 
ed and ought to bo as long as we can 
contrive. 
One hundred and seven years ago 
Lincoln was born. Fifty-one years ago 
he was shot by John Wilkes Booth, 
and on tho next day ho died, tho first 
“martyred president.” 
A great wave 
of passionate sorrow, gratitude and af­ 
fection Bwept the North. The process 
of apotheosis began. Today it may be 
observed in the sanctified generalities 
cf Lincoln orations, editorials, poems 
and articles. 
Moved by Flattery. 
The central idea of the overwhelm­ 
ing majority of these tributes is Lin­ 
coln, tho man of the people, the typi­ 
cal American. 
Year after year on 
February 12* and frequently through­ 
out the year we hear this confident 
summary and without examining it. Is 
this mental inertia or are we uncon­ 
sciously moved by the flattery implicit 
in this idea? An editorial in the New 
Republic suggests the latter. The real 
purpose of Lincoln-day speakers is not 
so much to eulogize Lincoln, this jour­ 
nal deciares, as to flatter the audience. 
“ If Mr. Lincoln was so entirely a man 
of tho people, the people must be very 
like to Lincoln.” 
New View of Great President, 
The reproach has more of justice 
than we like to think. The orator is 
tho courtier of democracy flattering 
the sovereign citizen as grossly as 
ever an emperor "was flattered. 
The 
flattery of Indirect praise is unusually 
delicate and insidious, and it is well 
for us to examine it coolly. The New 
Republic puts it sharply away. 
“In 
point of fact Mr. Lincoln was super­ 
ficially a man of the people, and funda­ 
mentally a unique, distinguished and 
wholly exceptional individual. In cer­ 
tain salient respects he was the least 
typical of Americans. Americans, par­ 
ticularly those of Lincoln’s own gener­ 
ation and neighborhood, were essen­ 
tially active, aggressive and objective 
men, whose lives were given over to 
practical external affairs, who sub­ 
ordinated everything else to the de­ 
mands of practical achievement, and 
whose individuality consisted in living 
ordinary lives in an extraordinarily 
energetic manner. 
They were super­ 
ficial, discursive, easy-going, quarrel­ 
some, and wholly incapable of prepar­ 
ing in advance for any task or respon­ 
sibility. In all these respects Lincoln 
differed from his fellow countrymen, 
and upon these differences his emi­ 
nence depends. 
Ile was not particu­ 
larly ambitious, aggressive or practi­ 
cal. 
In spite of his lively social feel­ 
ings, he lived a contemplative life, in 
which the intellectual interest ob­ 
tained fcill expression and which at­ 
tained a high degree of internal con­ 
centration. He fought hard and well, 
but he never quarreled. 
During his 
formative years ho quietly but unos­ 
tentatiously prepared himself for great 
enterprises. 
He trained his mind be­ 
cause he enjoyed hard intellectual ex­ 
ertion. 
His stylo snaped itself under 
the Influence of the Bible and Shake­ 
speare. 
Thus at a period and in a 
country favorable to the cheap per­ 
formance and the easy victory, Mr. 
Lincoln tempered his reason and his 
spirit for a great performance and a 
costly victory. 
Was there anything 
typically American about that?” 
Ideas Worth Consideration. 
This is refreshing variation from 
tho “canned eloquence” of the Lincoln 
day utterance, and it will repay con­ 
sideration and emphasis, since we are 
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Out of the shadows we see him rise— 
P uce that is haunting and sorrow ful eyes.

Especially 
keen is the thrust delivered at our 
tendency to “the cheap performance 
and the easy victory” and its contrast 
with Lincoln’s tempting reason and 
spirit “for a great performance and 
a costly victory.”

As Typical American. 
But, after all, in the legend we are 
making of Lincoln as typical Ameri­ 
can there is an instinct and a truth 
that are not superficial. 
All legend 
making is a profound process of na­ 
tional self-realization, an intuitive in­ 
carnation of national ideals, and in tho 
case of Lincoln it is based upon tho 
sincere, the religious democracy of 
this great man. The high distinction 
of mind, as shown, for example, in the 
prose of the Gettysburg oration, the 
moral nobility, the introspective aloof­ 
ness which were an essential part of 
him, only accentuate for us the warm 
nearness of his nature to the common 
man and the common life. 
Lincoln 
himself held to the mystical concep­ 
tion of democracy which Whitman ex­ 
pressed in his poetry and which is the 
dream in the heart of Americanism. 
The essential brotherhood of man 
was an intimate and glowing reality to 
Lincoln, not a lofty abstraction, and 
though we betray it and misread it we 
must cling to it if we are to save the 
national soul. 
Idealizing ourselves through Lincoln 
is more than self-fiattery. It is a crude 
but not ignoble effort to express the 
deepest and most pervasive element of 
American idealism.

As a recre­ 
ation ho had planned that night to see 
tho famous actress, Laura Keene, in 
“Our American Cousin,” w'hick was be­ 
ing played in what was then Ford’s 
theater on Tenth street northwest, be­ 
tween E and F streets. 
General Grant’s Narrow Escape. 
General Grant was to have been 
one of tho theater party, and the fact 
that he was unexpectedly called away 
probably saved his life, as there is 
no doubt that his murder was also 
contemplated. 
The president’s box had been draped

Though suffering untold agony, the 
assassin sprang to his feet, I an out

Ardent Southern Sympathizer. 
Young Wilkes Booth—he was com­ 
monly called by hl3 middle name— 
was an ardent Southern sympathizer, 
and his frequent visits to Washington 
brought him in contact with people 
of similar sentiments, and gave him 
the opportunity to put into effect tho 
plan which he imagined would be that 
of a patriot. 
For some months he had been liv­ 
ing in Washington, where he had dis­ 
cussed plans with a band of conspira­ 
tors. 
These plans at first looked to 
the capture of tho president by tak­

Booth Escapes to Virginia. 
To return to Booth and the rest of 
tho conspirators. Tho assassin had 
fled from Washington, and safely pass­ 
ing the guard on tho bridge at Ana­ 
costia, galloped down into Maryland. 
Pursuit was at once begun by the 
government, Col. L. C. Baker having 
charge of tho force St ilt to capture the 
murderer. 
After some work in tracing the as­ 
sassin, Baker at last stopped at the 
home of a farmer, Richard H. Garrett, 
near Port Royal, Va., at 2 a. rn., April 
26. | A young son informed Baker that 
those he sought were at that moment 
sleeping in a wagon house or barn. 
Throwing a guard about the build­ 
ing, Baker sent young Garrett into the 
place to demand that the inmates sur­ 
render. Both men at first refused, but 
Ilerold at last weakened and came 
out to be manacled. Booth declared 
that he would never be taken alive, 
and stood his ground far back in the 
shed, leaning on a crutch, w ith a car­ 
bine leveled at the door. 
Baker Sets Barn on Fire. 
Colonel Baker, wishing to expedite 
matters, lighted a wisp of straw and 
stuck it through a crack into a pile of 
hay in a corner inside. In a moment 
the interior was ablaze and everything 
within in a full light. 
The flames 
showed Booth standing with his gun 
in his hand, but retreating before the 
leaping fire. 
A shot rang out and 
John Wilkes Booth, the murderer of 
Abraham Lincoln, sank to the barn 
floor dying, with a bullet in the back 
of his neck. The shot had been fired 
by a Union soldier named Boston Cor­ 
bett. 
Booth’s body was dragged out of 
the burning shed and placed on Gar­ 
rett’s porch. His last w*ords, uttered 
with great effort, were, “Useless, use­ 


less,” referring to his inability tm lift 
his hands. 
But before this he had 
told a soldier, “Tell my mother I died 
for my country; that I did what I 
thought was best. 
Booth received 
his fatal wound a little after three 
o’clock in the morning, but lingered 
in agony till sunrise, when he ceased 
to breathe. 
Body Buried In Baltimore. 
His body was sewed up in an army 
blanket, carried in an old wagon to 
Belle Plain, and put on board a boat 
to Washington. Reaching the capital, 
it was taken dow*n the Eastern Branch 
to the old penitentiary. There, in one

of the Russian hospital at Saloniki, 
and nourishment for thirty-nine Ser­ 
bian children to whom the wretched 
miseries of war are all 
in the day’s 
work. Old before their time, tried in 
the fire of 
sacrifice 
and suffering, 
thirty-nine 
set 
up 
their 
common 
house for the fourth 
time 
within a 
month—and hang 
up 
the American 
flags they have 
brought 
with them 
through 
all 
their 
wanderings 
as 
cheerfully as 
if 
the 
world had not 
crumbled beneath their tiny feet. 
Tor when 
John 
VV. Frothingham, 
of Tarrytown, and Albert White, of 
New York , and 
a 
party of their 
friends conceived 
and 
formed 
the 
Frothingham Children’s 
Institute of 
Serbia, no one dreamed of the ruin 
and desolation that has 
fallen upon 
the country since. It is true that, as 
Serbia was at war with Austria, and 
Belgrade somewhat 
too 
exposed to 
attack 
or 
bombardment, 
the 
first 
resting place of 
the 
institute, tem­ 
porarily, at least, was Uskub 
Then, 
when the capital was moved to Nish. 
it was thought best to establish the 
institute 
there. 
The 
thirty-nine 
youngsters in their

Cirl Guide uniforms, obediently re­ 
moved the yet meager belongings of 
the institute to Nish. They remained 
there just three days. It was evident 
from the first that the Serbian army 
could not hold even this temporary 
capital—that it was

children there.— 
that it would be far

to send 
them as far to the rear as possible 
that they might remain in peace. So 
the Frothingham Children’s Institute 
moved a second time, 
this 
time to 
Ghevglieli, almost on the Greek fron­ 
tier. 
They remained at 
Ghevglieli just 
three weeks. 
The 
implacable 
ad­ 
vance of the Bulgurs slowly drew its 
net around the eager but inadequate 
French force that had been 
sent to 
the help of the 
Seros.

mained tranquilly in Saloniki, await­

failing 
which they could only play the role

jective effect of intense shell fire is 


described by Mine. Slavko Y. Grou­ 
itch, the American wife* of the Ser­ 
bian under secretary of state for for­ 
eign affairs, who has just arrived in 
Paris. She w’as in Belgrade through­ 
out the bombardment. 
“ Fifty thousand shell*; fell in Bel­ 
grade on the first day 
of the bom­ 
bardment,” she 
said. 
*‘The 
detona­ 
tions were so continuous the steady 
crash of shells 
exploding simultan­ 
eously had the strange effect of de­ 
priving one of the powder of action. 
It was not a sense of .Sanger, but a 
sense of calm with which one heard 
these incessant 
explosions, 
so 
nu­ 
merous that one might compare them 
to the discordant beating of a snare 
drum. When time was so important 
most jYf us seemed to feel that we 
had plenty of time for everything. 
“ When news of 
the bombardment 
was communicated 
to 
the allies it 
succeeded in evoking only the opin­ 
ion that it was ‘nothing more than a 
demonstration meant to draw on the 
Bulgarians.’ This theory was accept­ 
ed by the people even, 
in Belgrade, 
all the more because Ft was believed 
that French and English troops w’ere 
even then on the way from Saloniki 
to Nish, and possibly to Belgrade. No 
very grave concern was felt until the 
afternoon, when 
the 
incessant 
se­ 
verity of the firing, 
the 
wholesale 
destruction being done to 
the lower 
part of town, where 
many buildings 
were already on fire, and finally the 
tick-tack of the machine guns proved 
that an attack on the islands of the 
Save was being made for the purpose 
of landing, that people began to leave 
tho town. 
Admiral 
Trowbridge, of 
tho British naval detachment, 
with 
the officers of his 
staff, 
drank tea 
with some ladies in a pretty summer 
house which only twenty-four hours 
ater was demolished 
bv thrs explo- 
ion of a shell. 
“ All day long 
the 
German aero­ 
planes, two of them, hung over tile 
city, directing the fire. It was con­ 
tinuous upon the roads leading out 
of the city. It was the big guns that 
took the heart out of our 
men. 
It 
was their helplessness at being bat­ 
tered by weapons 
far 
beyond 
the 
range of anything that we bad which 
made it seem so hopeless. The posi­ 
tions on the two great hills beyond 
Belgrade, which 
had 
never 
before 
Deen captured, not even by the Turks, 
in all our history, 
fell 
before the 
long 18-inch guns 
of 
the Austrians 
and Germans.” 
Mme. Grouitch 
made 
the retreat 
with the Serbian rear guard. 
She 
left town after towrn in the morning, 
which was occupied in the afternoon 
by German and 
Austrian 
pursuers. 
Later the trip through the mountains 
to Saloniki was made by horseback 
or by cart through wild country. 
“ The reason 
officials 
and women 
with them were the 
last 
to 
leave 
places was 
because 
they 
did not 
want the population to be in a pan 
ic,” explained Mme. Grouitch. “ It wa* 
not possible for the Serbian govern 
ment to forbid people to leave their 
homes. But it seemed far better for 
them to stay where they lived rather 
than to take the roads without food 
or means of transportation, and in 
a desolate country. W e did meet ev­ 
erywhere parties of peope along the 
mountain 
roads 
and 
mere 
paths.. 
When anybody fell

they were lost

look after them.

high society in Belgrade W’ere found 
dead along the roads.” 
“ W hat

prisoners, 70,000, which the Serbians 
had captured?” 
“ They were sent on some days be 
fore to make roads,” 
replied Mme. 


Grouitch. 
“ I hear that only 32,000 
of them 
reached the 
Albanian 
coast, where 
they have been transferred to Ital­ 
ian islands,” said the correspondent 
“ I don’t know how* many cf them 
got through,”

as Serbian soldiers.

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England is individualism and selfish­ 
ness, so the guiding principle of Eng­ 
land in International dealings is al >o 
individualism * and selfishness.” 
And t h professor continues: ‘‘Japan 
stands for loyalty and justice: Ger­ 
many for loyalty and injustice: Eng­ 
land for selfishness and disloyalty. It 
is because of this selfishness and dis­ 
loyalty that England, while speaking 
of ultimate victory is reporting daily 
advances by an inch and retreats by 
another inch. 
The British are a race 
of ‘long sleeves’ (poor fighters). We 
cannet afford to keep company with 
sueh a country.” 
Professor Masutaro Niita, another 
member of the staff of the imperial 
university, contributes an article in 
which he declares that the develop­ 
ment of Japan’s national power and 
the increase of tho navy, may give a 
feeling of great anxiety to England 
and her colonial possessions in the 
orient, especially as to the fate of 
Australia. 
Japan’s star indicates that 
she must develop her power on land 
and sea, and if Japan should expand 
greatly, England doubtless would not 
like it. 
The writer urges that the re­ 
sponsibility of Japan arising out of 
the alliance is greater than that of 
England, and that at the present time 
England is using the treaty as a club 
to best Japan. 
He thinks that the 
alliance bas lost its foundation both 
for Japan and for England. 
To solve th** problem of what ef­ 
fect the war will have upon the al­ 
liance, ore must decide what the re­ 
sult of the war will he. He thinks that 
while Germany is in a superior posi­ 
tion at this time she will doubtless ba 
humiliated by the 
entente 
powers. 
But Prof. Niita figures that since the 
entenle 
powers 
are 
losing 
their 
strength, they will naturally wish to 
conclude peace in due time; a peace 
which, lie thinks, will bo made on 
terms of restoring the antew ar status 
and boundary lines as much as possi­ 
ble. 
The professor is apprehensive 
as to the burden that may be placed 
upon Japan in the future on account 
of the alliances and he is fearful as 
to the safe outcome of Japan’s policy 
in China, which is that of seeking 
economic development. 
To secure a 
market in India is next in importance 
to securing a market in China, in his 
opinion. 
He realizes that some In­ 
dians may think of securing the in­ 
dependence of India, but is rather in­ 
clined to think that from the Jap­ 
anese standpoint it is better that In­ 
dia remain under British 
rule. 
He 
added: 
‘‘Independence of India cannot he 
expected in a short time. 
After Jap­ 
an’s power has increased a great deal 
she may think of extending her pro­ 
tecting hand to India.” 
Professor T. Fukuda expressed the 
opinion that after the war the econ­ 
omic influence of Great Britain in the 
world will, to a certain extent, be re- 
duced—a view which, according to the 
writer, would be fully entertained by 
all persons in well inhumed circles, 
except those who are “blind worship­ 
pers of the British.” 
“As for economic relations,” writes 
Professor Totsuke Negase, an histor- 
ian attached to tho army department, 
“the interests of Japan and England 
can never coincide. 
It is natural that 
Japan, which is a new-comer in China, 
should not please England. But China 
is the unique place for Japan’s de­ 
velopment in economic lines, and we 
cannot allow England to m onopolize;

British community, and summarized 
by David Fraser, the London Times’ 
correspondent, in an

Tokio newspaper. He makes the point | 
that when a country is hard pushed in 
war, It Is a little painful for its peo­ 
ple to find themselves run down by 
those from whom they expect sympa­ 
thy'. 
He had been assured, he said,

that the newspapers themselves were 
not reliable as an indication of public 
opinion.

The fruit from 
trees

sold for $18.05 an acre. 
That from 
trees that had been sprayed sold for 
$187.10 an acre, or m ore 
than ten 
tim es as much 
as 
received 
for the 
fruit from unsprayed trees. 
F. W. Kau rot, 
of the agricultural 
extension service, gives tile following 
directions for pruning apple trees: 
“Avoid the practice* of cutting off 
all the branches easily reached from 
the ground, and 
leaving 
the trees 
looking like a large 
feather duster. 
Begin at the top and 
thin 
out the 
branches which shade the center of 
the tree too much. 
If 
the tops are 
too high, lower them m oderately and 
gradually so as not 
to 
disturb the 
balance between top and roots. 
If 
the root system has been developed 
to take care of a large top and much 
of this 
is 
suddendy 
rem oved 
the 
roots will send up so m uch more m a­ 
terial than the rem aining top can use I 
th a t there will 
be 
a big growth of 
w ater sprouts. 
It may be necessary 
to distribute the w ork over two or 
three years. 
“Trees planted 
too 
thickly 
may 
need thinning, but if the branches of 
neighboring trees overlap, 
tile level 
ones may he cut back 
to some up­ 
right branch. Always prune close to 
th e trunk or m.iin branches and nev­ 
e r leave a stub to carry decay into 
the tree.”

At 
Request 
of 
French 
Government 
Freedom is Given.

prisoners of 
war, who had served in the G erm an 
garrison during the defense of Tsing* 
Tao.

Tao, they were of pronounced French 
sym pathy, and since the reduction of 
the Tsing-Tao fortress they have ex­ 
pressed their desire to fight w ith the 
F rench arm y in Europe.

Berne, Sw itzerland, Feb. 12.—Emil 
Frey, form er president of Switzerland, 
is one of the notable men of the eoun- 
Itry, who, since retiring from the pres- 
j idency, has become head of the in­ 
ternational union by which the tele­ 
graph, cable and w ireless system s of 
the world are regulated at this cen­ 
tral point. 
But while Mr. Frey has 
risen to the highest office in his own 
country, he feels that he is about half 
American, for he was in the American 
civil w ar from sta rt to finish as a 
m em ber of an Illinois regim ent, wras 
captured a t G ettysburg and held as a 
prisoner for fifteen m onths at Rich­ 
mond, met and knew' such w ar figures 
as 
Grant, 
Sheridan, Lee and Long- 
street, and later on returned to W ash­ 
ington as Swiss m inister, w here he re­ 
newed the acquaintance w ith Sheri­ 
dan and others made in w ar days. 
W hen a friend rem arked on the cor­ 
rectness of liis English, he said: 
“ I took my lessons 
under 
rath er 
novel conditions in Libby prison at 
Richmond. 
My 
prison 
companion 
could speak nothing but English, so 
th at after being with him for fifteen 
m onths I had acquired a good know I 
edge of English.” 
Mr. Frey was held as a hostage 
against a southern prisoner, Captain 
Gordon, lichi in the north under sen­ 
tence of death, and as a result he also 
was 
under 
sentence of death until 
Gordon w as released. 
W hen Gordon 
died later some of the southern papers 
had the picture of Gordon and Frey as 
the two whose lives had been paired 
against each other. But few knew' this 
northern soldier, Frey, was the presi­ 
dent of Switzerland. 
The International Cable and Tele­ 
graph Union, which Mr. Frey directs, 
is one of those world-organizations ad­ 
m inistered here in Berne. 
It is rath er 
strange that Switzerland, far from the 
sea and without any cable connections, 
should be chosen to direct the vast 
ram ifications of the w orld’s cables, to 
which has now been added the w orld’s 
wireless 
system s, 
and all the tele­ 
graph of Europe and the Orient. 
But 
it is largely for the reason that Switz­ 
erland has no direct interest in these* 
huge system s, and stands at one side 
as a neutral observer, that she is chos­ 
en to carry on this intricate service. 
Mr. F rey’s offices occupy a large build­ 
ing, with an extensive personnel at 
work on cable and telegraph tariffs, 
the adjustm ent of disputes between 
countries over rates 
and 
procedure, 
the 
preparation 
of cable, telegraph 
and wireless m aps and printed vol­ 
umes em bracing every point the world 
over th a t can be reached by any of the 
m odern m ethods of 
quick 
transm is­ 
sion. 
“This union is unique in one re­ 
spect,” said Mr. Frev, “as it is the 
first realization of the idea of a world- 
adm inistration. Before it was created 
in 1S65 the different 
nations 
had 
passed sim ilar lawwB, and uniformity 
was secured by treaties and conven­ 
tions under these laws. 
But the in­ 
ternational union actually realized a 
w orld-adm inistration 
which 
is 
now 
carried on for nations all over the 
globe 
w ith 
the sam e regularity as 
any adm inistration of a state or pri­ 
vate organization.” 
The w ar has had a paralyzing effect 
on cable and telegraph transm ission— 
greater in its restrictions and inter­ 
ruptions than anything in the history 
of electrical transm ission. 
This af­ 
fect* chiefly the belligerent countries, 
all transm ission betw een them being 
a t a standstill, while the transm ission 
betw een neutrals and belligerents and 
betw een two neutrals is very much re­ 
stricted and subject to new and round­ 
about routes. 
T he latest list of interruptions com­ 
piled by tile international union covers 
sixteen closely printed folio pages—a 
first list of twelve pages a n i a sup­ 
plem ent of four pages. 
T hirty com­ 
plete interruptions of all com m unica­ 
tion betw een countries are recorded, 
while the rest of the list is made up 
of 
the 
num berless 
restrictions on 
cipher telegram s, adm issable language, 
etc., each country having put out a 
m ass of regulations as a m easure of 
m ilitary em ergency. 
For example, the 
first page of the list shows the follow­ 
ing complete interruptions:

whole, and greater than th at of any 
of the belligerents. 
But w hile w ar has thus paralyzed | 
the cable 
and 
telegraph 
facilities, 
none of the fighting countries has 
w ithdraw n 
from 
the 
International 
Union; every one of them paid the 
last regular assessm ent; 
and 
the 
union is continuing its work of car­ 
rying on this world inter com m unica­ 
tion as far as possible under the lim­ 
itations imposed by censorship and 
law s completely stopping communi­ 
cation. 
Some 
idea 
of 
the 
trem endous 
growth of the cable and telegraph in 
peace times is given in the last list 
of stations published by the interna­ 
tional union, compared with their first 
list in 1868. 
T he 
first 
list 
gave 
10,750 as the total num ber of tele­ 
graph stations throughout the w orld, 
the last list gives tile num ber as 175,- 
000. 
The union prepared the first 
list of cables in 1877, 
when 
there 
w ere 420 government-owned 
cables, 
HO private-owned, totalling 118,700 
kilom eters in length. 
T he last cable 
list shows a four-fold expansion, viz., 
1862 government-owned 
cables, 
412 
private-owned, in all 2,104 cable lines 
having a length of 469,973 kilometers, 
or about thirteen tim es around tho 
world. 
Just nowr it is tho w ireless which 
is m aking the m ost rapid strides, and 
Mr. Prey finds it difficult to keep up 
w ith the sweep of this new* medium 
of communication to the rem otest is­ 
lands of the seas.

Four stock yards, I

and 417,596 head of horses and mules, 
a total of 14,510,521 head of livestock. 
Driven two abreast the live stock 
mentioned 
would 
form a line 1,100 
miles long, allowing eight feet, which 
is merely providing breathing room for 
each team. 
To further illustrate the 
length of such a procession, it took 
260,037 
average 
sized stock cars in 
1915 to handle this m onstrous turnout 
of cattle, hogs, sheep and horses and 
mules, which came from states as far 
west as the Rocky mountains, as far 
south as tile Gulf of Mexico, as far 
north as the Canadian border and as 
far east as Indiana and the eastern 
foothills of Kentucky and Tennessee.

Parcel post business at the Sedalia 
office has increased IOO per cent in 
the last two years. 
P o stm aster Jo hn ­ 
son believes th at this increase in bus­ 
iness is largely due to educational ex­ 
hibits put on at the M issouri state 
fair in IOU and 1915. 
Mr. Johnson 
had an attractive booth in which more 
than 500 articles m ailable by parcel 
post w ere displayed. 
From a spool of 
thread, up to a bale of shingles, a 50- 
pound sack of flour and a m otor car 
tire, the visitor was shown the possi­ 
bilities of sending goods 
by 
mail. 
C om petent persons were 
in 
charge 
and visitors W'ere instructed 
in 
the 
w rapping and mailing of parrels. 
In 
addition 20,000 circulars were Ila ruled 
out during fair w eek last year. 
These 
circulars showed how to prepare a r­ 
ticles for mailing and 
gave 
zones, 
w eights and cost for postage. 
In the 
exhibit m ore than IOO containers suit­ 
able for m ailing farm and dairy pro­ 
ducts 
w ere 
displayed. 
P o stm aster 
Johnson estim ates the num ber of poi­ 
sons who visited his booth at 75,000.

should seek

The average girl weighs 7 pounds 
at birth .while the average boy is a 
half pound heavier. 
During the first four days the baby 
may lose from one to two ounces to 
a pound while waiting for the m oth­ 
er's milk to be established, but as 
soon as he begins to m use regularly 
he should quickly 
regain 
this loss.. 
During the first 
month 
he 
should 
gain 
about 
three-quarters 
of 
an 
ounce each day; then up to the sixth 
month, from four to eight ounces a 
week, and from 
the 
sixth 
to 
the 
twelfth 
month 
from 
two 
to 
four 
ounces a week. 
At three months the average baby 
weighs 
from 
twelve 
to 
fourteen 
pounds; at six months, fifteen to six­ 
teen pounds; at nine month*, seven­ 
teen to eighteen pounds; and at one 
year, twenty to twenty-two pounds. 
Th baby thus 
usually 
doubles 
his 
weight at five or six months, and at 
the 
end 
of the 
first 
year 
weighs 
three times as 
much 
as 
at birth. 
Most babies do not gain quite stead­ 
ily, week by wreek. During short pe­ 
riods, owing to excessive heat, when 
the food is reduced, 
a 
baby 
may 
show no gain, and may even fall off 
a little. 
This 
condition should be 
temporary and he ought to begin to 
gain as soon as the disturbance sub­ 
sides. 
Bottle-fed babies do not 
gain as 
rapidly during the first month as do 
breast-fed babies, but after the ninth 
month they are 
apt 
to 
gain more 
steadily because they 
do 
not 
lose 
weight as 
breast-fed 
babies usually 
do at time of weaning. 
A very fat baby is not to be desir­ 
ed. Although mothers are prone to 
believe that a fat baby is a healthy 
one, this is not necessarily true. An 
xclusive diet of certain of the pro­ 
prietary infant foods, consisting very 
argely of sugar or of starch, is very 
pt to produce excessive fat and give 
i 
false 
impression 
of 
abounding 
icalth, since bones and muscles may 
thus be 
deprived 
of 
their 
proper 
nourishment. Overfat babies are very 
uncomfortable 
in 
summer 
from 
prickly heat and other ills. 
A healthy baby has a well rounded 
tody, without wads and cushions of 
at, or pendulous cheeks and pudgy 
cgs. Ile has springy muscles and is 
ilert, active and full of life and mo­ 
tion. 
Iii order that the mother may be 
informed as to 
the 
baby’s progress 
ie should be weighed at regular in­ 
tervals throughout at least the first 
year. For the first week or longer he 
should be weighed every day during 
the first six months once a week, and 
at cr once in tw o weeks. 
Breast-fed babies may be weighed 
just before and just after nursing to 
determine howr much milk they are 
getting and to find out 
whether or 
not they need 
supplementary feed­ 
ing. They should be weighed in ex­ 
actly the same clothing both times, 
and to determine the daily gain at 
the same hour each day. 
The best scales are ordinary plat­ 
form balance 
scales, 
such 
as 
are 
used In grocery 
stores. 
A 
special 
basket or pan which fits on the plat­ 
form and which will hold the baby 
comfortable 
is 
desirable. 
Spring 
scales are 
less 
accurate, 
but 
are 
cheaper and are better than no scales 
at all. Most country households have 
enough general use for a good scale, 
so that such a purpose will not be 
an extravagance.

Paris, Fob. 12.—French aviation au­ 


thorities agree that Germany has been 
able to entirely transform its aviation 
service since the war began, making 
improvements of a 
most 
important 
character, while it possessed certain 
advantages over the 
French 
flying 
corps at the outset. 
’rho reasons for the superiority of 
the Germans in what was considered 
before the war a French specialty will 
perhaps become public in tile parlia­ 
mentary debate that is imminent. One 
aviator attributes the difference to the 
fact that while the French followed 
aviation as a sport, the Germans took 
it up seriously for practical application 
to the requirements of the army. 
He 
points out. that the Germans were fly­ 
ing at night long before the war began, 
while tile French began their noctur­ 
inal trips only after the war was sev­ 
eral months old. 
The same authority warns against 
the assumption that the 
results 
ob­ 
tained by the French flying corps are 
negligible. 
Whatever 
may 
be 
the 
foundation for criticism of this branch 
of tile service, he says, the results ob­ 
tained in some ways have been far 
more appreciable than what the Ger­ 
mans have done. Ile recalls that dur­ 
ing the batle of the Marne, Septem­ 
ber 8, 1914, aviators destroyed half of 
the artillery of the Sixteenth German 
army corps in the region of Triau- 
court. 
This exploit was all the more re­ 
markable since the French had never 
appeared to arrive at any results in 
experiments made with the combined 
manoeuvres of artillery 
and 
flying 
machines before the war. 
One of the 
last notable attempts made in 1912 
during the manoeuvres resulted in the 
theoretic capture 
by 
the 
opposing 
army of an entire flying corps. 
Dur­ 
ing the French manoeuvres of 1912 
the flying corps, used under modified 
conditions, acquitted itself more cred­ 
itably, but the experiments gave no 
hint of the utility of the corps in ac­ 
tual warfare. 
Consequently, as com­ 
pared with Germany, where it seems 
the experiments were more significant, 
aviation as a service in the army was 
apparently neglected. 
The 
idea 
of 
protecting flying corps with steel ar­ 
mor, at one 
time 
considered, 
was 
abandoned and was only 
taken 
up 
again after German 
armored 
flying 
mac hire s had been captured. 
Tile French stuck to the monoplane 
until they had captured enough of the 
German biplanes to give them demon­ 
strative proof that they were superior 
for most different kinds of air work. 
The French also learned 
from 
the 
Gel mans that security at great height 
is fallacious. 
Fragments 
of 
shells 
reach them even at a height of 3,500 
yards, while at 1,800 yards it is often 
more difficult for the gunners to get 
the range. 
The fire at that point is 
generally too high. 
Again at the beginning, the French 
aviation service used the same type of 
machine for all kinds of missions. All 
at once they discovered that the Ger­ 
man machine that made a raid on a 
metropolitan center or military point 
was not the same as the machine that 
regulated 
the 
fire of the artillery. 
The result of this was the beginning 
of a classification of aircraft with ref­ 
erence to special adaptibility. 
There was also at the beginning a 
marked difference in the tactics em­ 
ployed by the German 
and 
French 
airmen. The former appeared to avoid 
contact with the latter, either with a 
view of concentrating 
their 
efforts 
upon other objects 
than 
individual 
combats or with the idea that the en­ 
counter might not be equal. 
The ex­ 
planation now given by a competent 
authority is that the 
Germans 
lost 
their best aviators at the very outset 
of tho war. 
This fact tfas disclosed 
by the notebook of a German aviator 
killed near Verdun, February 4, this 
year. As* early as September 42, 1914, 
the Germans had lost Furstenair, Neu­ 
mann, Dallurg, Beaulieu, Gresch, Jah- 
now, Koch, Blutgen, Heyden and Bau- 
dissin. 
This is further confirmed by 
a German aviator, made prisoner, who 
said that they had found the greatest 
difficulty 
in 
replacing 
these men 
killed or captured. 
0 
This seems to explain the French 
claim that with less efficient material 
French 
aviators 
accomplished more 
tangible results, such as the destruc­ 
tion of artillery, the blowing up of 
ammunition 
depots, 
destruction 
of 
Zeppelins and Zeppelin 
sheds 
and 
damage to the enemy’s field works. 
The French army is said to have am­ 
ple proofs to this effect in orders of

the brave . Military honors were ac­ 
corded to them.” 
When

known artist Daniel de Losques was 
killed in an aerial combat during the 
return of his squadron from the at­ 
tack upon Sarrebruck, one of the en­ 
emy’s flotilla dropped a notice stating,

erland.” 
The present crisis in French avia­ 
tion is said in some quarters to be a 
simple conflict of individual prefer­ 
ences on the part of leading officials 
of the service. It does not mean, they 
say, that the flying corps is not in 
shape to continue efficient work. The 
question is as to a further develop­ 
ment and strengthening of the ser­ 
vice, so as to do much better work.
